!•  The  Malakoff,  or  Hound  Tower. 

From  the  Right  of  the  Ticenty-one-Gun  Battery. 

This  is  a very  slight  telescopic  sketch  of  the  Tower,  to  which  so  much  interest  has  been 
attached  during  the  siege.  It  is  round  only  on  the  side  facing  our  attack. 

2.  The  Cavalry  Affair  of  the  Heights  of  Bulganak. 

The  First  Gun. 

On  the  evening  of  the  19th  September,  1854,  a strong  body  of  Russian  cavalry 
appeared  on  the  heights  of  Bulganak,  menacing  the  approach  of  the  Allies  to  the  Alma. 
The  11th  Hussars  and  13th  Dragoons,  commanded  by  Lord  Cardigan,  and  the  field -batteries 
under  Captains  Maude  and  Bradley,  obliged  them  to  make  a speedy  retreat.  In  this  affair 
the  English  had  five  men  wounded  and  three  horses  killed  ; and,  according  to  a Russian 
prisoner,  the  enemy  had  twelve  men  killed  and  twenty- three  wounded.  This  was  the 
occasion  of  the  first  shot  fired  in  the  Crimea  by  the  Allies. 


3.  Balaklava,  looking  towards  the  Sea. 

The  front  of  the  drawing  exhibits  a portion  ©f  the  camp,  with  some  soldiers  preparing 
their  meal : the  figure  looking  on,  in  the  yellowish  costume,  is  one  of  the  native  population. 
Some  of  the  houses  are  seen  to  be  in  ruins,  the  troops  having  torn  down  a great  many  merely 
for  the  sake  of  obtaining  fuel  for  their  fires.  II.M.S.  Admiral  Lyons,  which  has 

become  identified  with  the  place,  is  shown  in  the  middle  distance,  in  the  rear  of  which  is 
anchored  a large  transport  vessel,  opposite  to  whose  stern  is  the  building  used  as  the 
ordnance  office  ; behind  which  is  a new  church,  still  unfinished.  The  yacht  lying  alongside 
the  transport  already  mentioned  is  that  belonging  to  the  Right  Hon.  Lord  Cardigan.  The 
hill,  with  the  forts  and  outworks,  is  covered  with  rock  and  round  boulders  of  stone  ; indeed, 
from  its  summit  to  the  water  s edge  it  is  an  undistinguishable  mass  of  rock  and  ruin. 

4.  Gale  off  the  Port  of  Balaklava. 

\Uh  Novemher.^  1854. 

In  the  foreground  of  this  picture  are  represented  those  noble  ships  the  Rip  Van  Winkle 
and  Prince  struggling  with  the  surf  prior  to  their  destruction ; and  beyond  them  are  seen 
H.M.’s  steam-frigates  Retribution Niger.,  and  Vesurius,  the  transport  ship  MeFourne,  and 
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many  others  wliicli  shared  in  the  perils  of  tliis  dreadful  catastrophe.  In  the  centre  of  the 
lino  of  rugged  and  almost  ]>erpendicular  cliff  is  the  entrance  to  the  harbour  of  JJalaklava; 
al)ov"e  which,  on  the  right,  is  the  fort  which  was  bombarded  by  the  Afjainemnon^  when  the 
English  troops,  under  Lord  Raglan,  took  possession  of  the  place.  The  ruined  towers 
further  to  the  right  are  the  remains  of  some  old  Genoese  forts. 


5.  Sebastopol. 

From  the  Rear  of  the  Enr/lish  Batteries. 

This  drawing,  though  affording  but  a distant  view  of  Sebastopol,  is  valuable  for  the 
clearness  with  which  is  indicated  the  position  of  the  batteries  of  the  English  right  and  left 
attacks,  and  the  situation  of  the  opposing  defences  of  the  enemy.  On  the  extreme  left  of 
the  picture  are  the  advanced  works  of  the  French,  their  close  proximity  to  the  Russian 
works  being  shown  by  the  smoke  from  the  batteries  nearest  Sebastopol.  Beneath  these,  and 
skirting  the  ravine  which  communicates  with  the  harbour  of  Sebastopol  and  separates  the 
English  and  French  attacks,  are  what  is  termed  the  “Three  Gun”  and  “ Greenhill” 
batteries.  High  up,  in  the  centre  of  the  view,  is  the  formidable  “ Redan,”  and  a little  to 
the  right  of  this  the  “Round  Tower,”  so  much  spoken  of,  now  partially  in  ruins.  Under 
this  tower,  on  the  crest  of  the  hill,  is  the  “ Gordon  Battery  ” of  our  right  attack,  beyond 
which  is  shown,  by  the  cloud  of  smoke,  the  position  of  the  “ Diamond  Battery,”  com- 
manded by  Captain  Peel.  Mr.  Simpson,  in  writing  of  this  view,  says, — “ It  has  been  seen 
by  those  who  are  everyday  upon  the  spot.,  and  has  been  pronounced  ^ wonderful  for  its 
truthfulness.” 


6.  Charge  of  the  Heavy  Cavalry  Brigade. 

On  the  25th  of  October,  1854,  an  attempt  was  made  by  the  Russians,  who  had  been 
powerfully  reinforced,  to  take  possession  of  Balaklava,  which  was  effectually  frustrated  by 
the  Brigade  of  Heavy  Cavalry,  and  the  .93rd  Regiment  of  Infantry.  In  the  foreground  of 
the  picture  a portion  of  the  camp  of  the  Light  Cavalry  Brigade  is  shown.  Balaklava 
with  its  harbour  and  towers,  and  beneath  the  it  the  village  of  Kadikoi,  are  represented  in 
the  distance. 


7.  Second  Charge  of  the  Guards. 

When  they  Retook  the  Two-Gun  Battery  at  Inkerman. 

The  Two-gun  Battery,  on  the.  right  of  the  British  position,  above  the  ruins  of  Inkerman, 
was  the  scene  of  some  of  the  fiercest  contests  which  occurred  during  that  memorable  and 
tremendous  attack  of  the  enemy,  50,000  strong,  upon  our  right  flank,  on  the  5th  of  Xovember. 
Several  times  during  the  encounters  of  that  awful  day,  this  battery,  which  it  was  most 
important  to  the  success  of  the  enemy  that  they  should  possess,  was  temporarily  captured  by 
them,  but  as  often  were  they  repulsed,  and  were  finally  driven  out  by  the  Guards,  who, 
though  compelled  to  retire  with  diminished  numbers,  re-formed,  and  again  gallantly  charged, 
and  forced  die  enemy  to  retreat. 
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8.  Khutor  Karagatch, 

Lord  Raglan’s  head-quarters  before  Sebastopol,  about  four  miles  from  Balaklava. 

9.  Distant  View  of  Lord  Kagian’s  Head- Quarters. 

This  sketch  exhibits  the  position  of  head-quarters,  and  the  surrounding  camps.  In 
the  foreground  is  a portion  of  the  Artillery  camp  ; above  which  is  that  of  the  Heavy  Cavalry 
Brigade.  The  city  of  Sebastopol,  and  the  situation  of  the  English  batteries,  is  shown  by  the 
cloud  of  smoke  in  the  distance. 

10.  A Quiet  Day  in  the  Diamond  Battery. 

This  is  an  accurate  representation  of  a 68-pounder  Lancaster  gun.  The  gun  is  pointed 
at  the  “ Malakoff,”  or  Round  Tower,  and  it  will  be  seen,  on  looking  at  the  carriage,  that  the 
enemy’s  artillerymen  are  not  to  be  despised,  for  the  fracture  observable  on  it  shows  how  true 
they  can  fire  a shot  into  an  embrasure.  The  officer  looking  over  the  battery  is  Captain 
Peel,  son  of  the  late  Sir  Robert  Peel,  who  remained  there  wdiilst  being  drawn,  although 
exposed  to  a shower  of  Minie  bullets  from  the  Russian  outposts.  Beneath  the  captain  is 
Commander  Burnet.  The  Diamond  Battery  is  so  called  from  being  manned  by  sailors  from 
H.M.S.  Diamond.  The  figures  were  all  sketches  on  the  spot.  The  men  have  lost  much  of 
their  sailor-like  appearance,  having  thrown  aside  their  little  hats,  and  otherwise  accommo- 
dated themselves  to  the  exigencies  of  the  trenches.  Beyond  the  hut  are  two  artillery  guns, 
and  on  the  left  of  these  are  other  huts  and  holes  for  the  men  to  take  rest  in.  The  two  square  boxes 
in  the  foreground  contain  shells  ; beside  one  of  them  is  a charge  of  grape-shot.  Mr.  Simpson 
remarks,  “ AVhilst  occupied  on  this  drawing,  a shell  fired  from  the  Russian  batteries  exploded 
so  near  me  as  to  cover  my  paper  with  the  mud  cast  up  by  the  explosion.  I have  preserved 
one  spot  of  dirt  as  a memento  of  the  event,  and  you  will  find  it  within  the  circumference  of 
the  cannon-ball  lying  on  the  right  of  the  picture.” 


11.  The  Dieid  of  Inkerman. 

This  is  a faithful  drawing  of  the  Field  of  Inkerman.  At  the  time  of  the  battle,  none 
of  the  works  existed,  except  the  “ Two-Gun  Battery,”  which  is  shown  just  beneath  the  ruins 
of  Inkerman,  at  the  extreme  right  of  the  picture,  and  a very  slight  entrenchment  in  front  of 
the  2nd  Division,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  view.  The  battery  in  the  foreground  is  a French 
battery,  called  “ Batterie  de  la  Champ  de  Bataille.”  The  round  hill  in  the  middle  distance 
is  “ Cossack,  or  Shell  Hill.” 


12.  Drench  Picket  of  the  Zouaves. 

Hicjliland  Brigade  Camp^  loolcing  South. 

This  drawing  not  only  represents  the  Camp  of  the  Highland  Brigade,  with  Sir  Colin 
Campbell  and  his  staff,  but  it  at  the  same  time  gives  an  accurate  representation  of  the  prin- 
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cipal  defences  of  Balaklava ; here  is  also  indicated  the  latest  feature  of  the  war,  the  Railway. 
The  Highland  Brigade,  being  close  to  Balaklava,  has  for  some  time  been  comfortably  hutted. 
The  whole  of  the  hill  is  covered  with  huts  and  tents  up  to  the  very  summit,  where  there  is  a 
redoubt,  immediately  under  which  on  the  other  side  is  the  termination  of  the  line  of  trenches, 
which  have  been  recently  strengthened  by  the  construction  of  new  batteries.  The  whole  of 
the  ground  in  this  neighbourhood  had  been  cultivated  with  vines,  and  the  house  on  the  left 
was  filled  with  large  wine-vats  of  hewn  stone ; this  house  is  now  inhabited  by  Major 
Gordon.  The  group  of  figures  in  the  foreground,  commencing  at  the  nearest  figure,  repre- 
sents Lieut.-Colonel  Stirling,  Sir  Colin  Campbell,  Major  Gordon,  Captain  Maxwell,  Major 
Shadwell,  and  Captain  Mansfield. 


13.  Commissariat  Difficulties. 

The  road  from  Balaklava  to  the  camp,  as  it  passes  the  village  of  Kadikoi,  is  here  repre- 
sented. The  rain  is  descending  in  torrents  over  the  heights  above  Balaklava,  and  the  mud 
threatens  to  stop  all  communication  with  the  camp,  by  engulfing  everything  which 
ventures  upon  it.  The  waggon  behind  the  “ araba  ” is  taking  the  sick  to  Balaklava ; the  less 
severe  cases  are  without  cover  in  the  front. 


14.  The  Graves  on  Cathcart’s  Hill. 

Here,  within  a rude  breastwork  or  fort,  are  deposited  the  bodies  of  those  officers  of  the 
4th  Division  who  so  gloriously  fell  at  the  battle  of  Inkerman.  The  most  prominent  of  the 
graves,  that  with  the  high  cross,  is  the  last  resting-place  of  Sir  George  Cathcart,  K.C.B., 
late  commanding  the  4th  Division  ; next  on  the  right,  that  of  Brigadier-General  Goldie  ; 
and  around  are  those  of  Brigadier-General  Strangways,  R.A. ; Lieutenant  Tryon,  Rifle 
Brigade;  Assistant-Surgeon  Lloyd;  Lieutenant-Colonel  C.  F.  Seymour,  Scots  Fusilier 
Guards,  Assistant-Adjutant-General  4th  Division;  Captain  Lye,  20th  Regiment;  and 
Lieutenant  Godfrey,  Rifle  Brigade.  The  near  group  of  graves,  beginning  with  that  nearest 
to  the  horizon,  are  those  of  Major  Townsend,  R.A. ; Lieutenant  Curtis,  63rd  Regiment ; 
Captain  Cartwright,  Rifle  Brigade ; Lieutenant-Colonel  Swyny,  63rd  Regiment ; Lieu- 
tenant Hurt,  21st  Fusiliers;  Captain  Bland,  57th  Regiment;  Ensign  Clutterbuck,  63rd 
Regiment ; Captain  Stanley,  57th  Regiment ; Ensign  Tysden,  63rd  Regiment ; Lieutenant 
Barker,  68th  Light  Infantry;  Major  Wynne,  68th  Light  Infantry;  and  Lieutenant 
Dowling,  20th  Regiment. 


15.  Charge  of  the  Light  Cavalry  Brigade. 

25th  October^  1854. 

The  ridge  of  land  intervening  between  the  foreground  and  distant  range  of  hills  separates 
the  ground  of  the  Heavy  Cavalry  Charge  from  that  of  the  Light  Cavalry.  This  memorable 
affair  has  been  very  graphically  described  by  Lord  Cardigan,  wdio  commanded  the  Brigade : 
his  Lordship  says  : — “ W e advanced  down  a gradual  descent  of  more  than  three-quarters  of  a 
mile,  with  the  batteries  vomiting  forth  upon  us  shells  and  shot,  round  and  grape,  with  one 
battery  on  our  right  flank  and  another  on  the  left,  and  all  the  intermediate  ground  covered 
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with  the  Russian  riflemen:  so  that  when  we  came  to  within  a distance  of  fifty  yards  from 
the  mouths  of  the  artillery  which  had  been  hurling  destruction  upon  us,  we  were,  in  fact, 
surrounded  and  encircled  by  a blaze  of  fire,  in  addition  to  the  fire  of  the  riflemen  upon  our 
flanks.  As  we  ascended  the  hill  the  oblique  fire  of  the  artillery  poured  upon  our  rear ; so 
that  we  had  thus  a strong  fire  upon  our  front,  our  flank,  and  our  rear.  AVe  entered  the  bat- 
tery— we  went  through  the  battery — the  two  leading  regiments  cutting  down  a great  number 
of  the  Russian  gunners  in  their  onset.  . . . Six  hundred  and  seventy  men  succeeded  in 

passing  through  the  mass  of  Russian  cavalry  5,200  strong;  and  having  broken  through 
that  mass,  they  went,  according  to  our  technical  military  expression,  ‘threes  about,’ and 
retired  in  the  same  manner,  doing  as  much  execution  in  their  course  as  they  possibly  could 
upon  the  enemy’s  cavalry.  Upon  our  returning  up  the  hill  which  we  had  descended  in  the 
attack,  we  had  to  run  the  same  gauntlet  and  to  incur  the  same  risk  from  the  flank  fire  of  the 
tirailleurs  as  we  had  encountered  before.  Numbers  of  our  men  were  shot  down — men  and 
horses  were  killed,  and  many  of  the  soldiers  who  had  lost  their  horses  were  also  shot  down 
while  endeavouring  to  escape.  But  what  was  the  feeling  and  what  the  bearing  of  those 
brave  men  who  returned  to  the  position  ? Of  each  of  these  regiments  there  returned  but  a 
small  detachment,  two-thirds  of  the  men  engaged  having  been  destroyed  ; and  those  who 
survived  having  arrived  at  the  summit  of  the  hill,  whence  they  had  commenced  the  attack 
but  a short  time  before,  could  not  refrain  from  giving  three  ringing  cheers  of  triumph  and 
rejoicing  at  the  exploit  which  they  themselves  had  performed.” 


16.  Huts  and  Warm  Clothing  for  the  Army. 

This  drawing  is  no  caricature  of  life  as  it  appeared  during  the  winter  season  in  the 
Crimea.  The  strange-looking  animal  in  the  foreground  is  a mule  laden  with  bufi’alo-hides, 
behind  wliich  is  a soldier  bearing  sheepskin  cloaks  ; the  hussar  behind  him  is  one  of  Lord 
Cardigan’s  regiment.  A little  on  the  road,  in  front,  is  one  of  the  heavy  cavalry,  to  be 
recognised  by  the  helmet,  employed  at  this  time  in  pulling  up  half-famished  mules  to  the 
camp  laden  with  the  wood  for  the  huts  ; the  figure  encumbered  with  coats,  shoes,  and  flannel 
comforters,  is  one  of  the  “Guards.”  In  the  middle  distance  is  the  town  of  Kadikoi  (the 
town  of  the  Judge),  and  immediately  against  the  top  of  the  church,  extending  to  the  right, 
is  the  field  of  the  Heavy  Cavalry  Charge. 


17.  Camp  of  the  Naval  Brigade. 

The  marquee,  with  the  Union  Jack  hung  beside  it,  is  the  residence  of  Captain  Lushing- 
ton  ; the  high  steeple-looking  tent,  without  the  red  on  the  summit,  is  Captain  Peel’s  ; on  the 
extreme  left  is  the  bell  with  which  they  keep  time,  as  on  board  ship. 


18.  The  Camp  of  the  Birst  Division. 

Looking  towards  the  Camp  of  the  Second  Division  : the  Heights  of  Inkerman 

in  the  Distance. 

It  was  from  these  tents,  on  the  morning  of  the  5th  November,  1854,  that  the  Guards 
beat  to  arms.  When  they  marched  to  the  Field  of  Inkerman,  they  were  ordered  to  take  to 
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the  right,  and  by  carrying  a straight  line  up  from  the  left  hand  of  the  officer  on  horseback 
to  where  the  high  ground  in  the  distance  slopes  down  to  the  Tchernaya,  it  will  give  very 
nearly  the  exact  spot  where  the  Guards  entered  the  battle.  The  heights  above  the  camp  of 
the  Second  Division,  which  is  faintly  indicated  in  the  distance,  are  described  as  being  the 
position  of  the  English  in  the  battle  ; whilst  the  hill  beyond,  called  Shell  and  Cossack  Hill, 
was  that  of  the  Russians.  From  the  Windmill  on  the  left,  to  the  group  of  soldiers  under 
the  camp  of  the  Second  Division,  are  the  tents  of  the  Grenadier  Guards.  The  distant  tents 
are  those  of  the  Coldstream  Guards ; those  on  the  right  the  F usiliers  ; the  two  large  marquees 
are  the  hospitals  of  the  latter. 


19.  Sebastopol, 

From  the  2Q-Gun  Battery  on  the  Extreme  Right  of  the  French  Attack. 

Running  the  eye  along  the  horizon  of  the  picture,  commencing  on  the  left,  will  be  seen 
the  Flagstaff  Battery ; next  to  this  the  Garden-wall  Battery ; then  a portion  of  the  Town 
of  Sebastopol,  the  i'Ockyard  Creek,  at  the  entrance  of  which,  on  a tongue  of  land,  stands 
Fort  St.  Paul.  Proceeding  again  to  the  right,  on  the  high  ground,  are  the  spacious  and 
beautiful  barracks,  the  Battery  in  front  of  which  is  called  the  “ Barrack  Battery  further 
on,  the  Redan ; and,  terminating  the  line,  the  Round  Tower  and  its  Batteries.  The  valley 
on  the  right  of  this  picture  divides  the  French  and  English  attacks. 


20.  Head  of  the  Harbour,  Sebastopol. 

This  drawing  is  of  some  importance,  as  it  gives  the  position  of  the  New  Mortar 
Battery  (on  the  extreme  right  of  the  picture),  which,  it  is  said,  will  destroy  not  only  the 
Lighthouse  Batteries,  but  the  shipping  in  the  Harbour.  On  the  left  is  the  Inkennan 
West  Lighthouse,  with  two  batteries  beside  it ; to  the  right,  amidst  the  shower  of  rain,  is 
the  East  Inkennan  Lighthouse  ; on  a hill,  in  the  centre  of  the  picture,  is  another  battery  ; 
all  the  hills  to  the  left  of  these  two  batteries  are  covered  with  works,  trenches,  &c.  This 
drawing  shows  where  the  Tchernaya  enters  the  harbour  of  Sebastopol. 


21.  Graves  at  the  Head  of  the  Harbour  of  Balaklava.

22.  Sebastopol  from  the  Sea. 

Sketched  from  the  Deck  of  U.M.S.  “ Sidon.’' 

On  the  top  of  the  red  cliff  at  the  extreme  left  of  the  picture  is  the  Wasp  Battery  ; 
inwards  from  it  is  the  North  Fort;  below  these,  on  tlie  point  of  land,  is  Fort  Constantine; 
the  long  fort  behind  it  is  Fort  IMaximiliau.  On  the  south  side  is  a very  dark  building — 
this  is  Fort  St.  Nicholas ; to  the  right  of  this  fort  is  a long  line  of  guns  forming  the 
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Quarantine  Battery.  At  tlie  entrance  of  the  Quarantine  Harbour,  just  above  this,  is  the 
commencement  of  a long  loop-holed  wall,  which  extends  to  the  very  right  of  the  picture  ; it 
ends  at  a now  roofless  building  just  behind  the  Flagstaff  Battery,  which  is  indicated  by  the 
smoke  of  a gun.  With  the  exception  of  some  suburban  patches  of  houses  now  in  ruins, 
the  City  of  Sebastopol  is  enclosed  on  this  side  by  the  wall,  and  the  tops  of  the  houses  alone 
are  visible  over  it.  The  dark-coloured  dome  which  surmounts  the  church  is  seen  above  the 
wall ; to  the  right  of  it  is  a large  building,  which  is  said  to  be  a Military  Club-house ; to 
the  right  of  this  again  is  a building  with  a green  roof,  said  to  be  the  Theatre  ; over  this  is 
indicated  the  position  of  the  Malakofi*,  beneath  which  are  a great  number  of  earthworks ; 
not  far  from  these,  close  to  the  sea,  are  still  existing  ruined  remains  of  the  ancient  Cherso- 
nesus ; they  are  immediately  above  the  men  hoisting  the  flags.  This  drawing  gives  a correct 
idea  of  what  are  termed  “ the  heights  above  Sebastopol ; ” they  are  the  greyish-green 
ground  between  the  long  wall  and  the  snow-covered  mountains  in  the  distance,  the  highest 
point  of  which  is  “ Cossack  or  “ Shell  ” Hill,  exactly  over  the  building  with  the  green 
roof,  the  fleld  of  Inkerman  being  just  in  the  hollow.  To  the  right,  between  that  and  the 
next  eminence  on  the  southern  side  of  this,  precisely  between  the  two  lines  to  wliich  the 
flags  are  attached,  is  the  position  of  the  Camp  of  the  2nd  Division.  Over  Fort  St.  Nicholas 
is  the  Inkerman  West  Light,  from  which  the  Russians  can  throw  shells  upon  Cossack  Hill ; 
upon  the  higher  ground  behind  is  the  Inkerman  East  Light.  Over  Fort  Constantine  is  a 
magnifleeut  hill  covered  with  snow,  called  the  “ Tent  Mountain.”  The  foreground  repre- 
sents the  deck  of  H.M.S.  Sidon^  engaged  in  the  blockade  of  the  port  of  Sebastopol ; the  two 
flags  being  hoisted  are  part  of  a sentence,  and  express  the  word  “ Russians,”  the  men  being 
engaged  in  reporting  to  the  Admiral  of  the  Fleet  the  arrival  of  some  of  the  enemy’s  troops 
and  waggons. 


23.  Embarkation  of  the  Sick  at  Balaklava. 

All  the  figures  in  this  drawing  are  from  sketches  made  on  the  spot.  Lieut.  Goss,  the 
naval  officer  in  charge  of  the  pier,  is  assisting  the  sick  soldier  into  the  boat ; on  the  right  is 
Dr.  Costello,  and  behind  him  is  Dr.  Anderson.  In  the  back-ground  up  the  hill  is  the 
building  which  is  now  used  as  an  hospital.  The  pier  for  embarking  the  sick  is  above  the 
shipping  in  the  harbour,  and  the  view  is  taken  looking  towards  Kadikoi  and  the  Camp. 
The  mules  engaged  in  the  transport  of  the  sick  are  those  belonging  to  our  allies,  and  attached 
to  them  are  their  ingenious  “ litters  ” for  carrying  the  wounded. 


24.  A Quiet  Night  in  the  Batteries. 

This  sketch  is  taken  from  about  the  middle  of  Chapman’s  Battery,  looking  nearly 
south-west.  Cape  Chersonese  is  in  the  distance.  The  position  of  the  guns  will  indicate 
the  direction  of  Sebastopol.  The  gun  on  the  right  is  called  No.  1 gun.  No  2 battery,  siege 
train  ; it  weighs  56  cwt.,  and  throws  an  8-inch  shot.  As  suggestive  of  a quiet  night,  the 
breech  is  muffled  with  a sand-bag.  The  other  two  are  ship’s  guns,  belonging  to  the  Naval 
Brigade.  The  figure  on  the  left  is  in  the  costume  of  the  field  officer  of  that  night ; the 
other  two  are  naval  officers. 
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25.  The  Camp  of  the  Second  Division. 

Looking  East. 

In  the  camp  may  be  seen  numerous  attempts  at  huts  ; but  the  great  distance  of  the 
2nd  Division  from  Balaklava  rendered  it  almost  impossible  to  get  up  the  wood  to  make 
roofs.  On  the  edge  of  the  plateau,  in  the  distance,  is  the  camp  of  the  1st  Division ; between 
it  and  the  windmill  is  a camp  of  Zouaves. 


26.  The  Duins  of  Inkerman, 

And  City  of  Caverns. 

In  the  face  of  the  cliff,  just  beneath  the  ruins,  is  a Greek  church,  cut  out  of  the  rock. 
The  rock  is  full  of  houses  and  holes.  A portion  of  the  aqueduct  which  was  constructed  to 
supply  Sebastopol  with  water  is  visible  in  the  drawing  : the  valley  leading  up  from  it  is 
an  immense  quarry,  probably  that  which  has  supplied  the  material  with  which  the  city  of 
Sebastopol  is  built ; it  is  skirted  by  what  is  called  the  Inkerman  Road,  on  which  our 
outlying  picquets  are  posted,  whose  positions  are  indicated  by  the  smoke  from  their  fires. 
Above  them  is  an  advanced  French  picquet  of  Zouaves.  On  the  high  cliff  above  the 
picquet  is  a new  four-gun  battery,  just  opened  by  the  enemy,  from  which  they  fire  into  the 
camp  of  the  2nd  Division,  and  on  our  outlying  picquets.  The  foregrounds  of  these  three 
panoramic  views  are  in  each  case  at  the  rear  of  the  Russian  position  at  the  battle  of 
Inkerman. 


27.  Highland  Brigade  Camp, 

Looking  South. 

This  drawing  not  onlj^'  represents  the  camp  of  the  Highland  Brigade,  with  Sir  Colin 
Campbell  and  his  staff,  but  at  the  same  time  gives  an  accurate  representation  of  the 
principal  part  of  the  defences  of  Balaklava  : the  niilway,  the  latest  feature  of  the  war,  is 
also  indicated. 


28.  The  Bailway  at  Balaklava, 

Looking  South. 

The  point  in  view  selected  is  that  where  the  Railway  leaves  the  old  town  of  Balaklava. 
The  turbaned  figures  in  the  foreground,  to  the  left  of  the  picture,  arc  “ Croats those  on 
the  right  are  of  the  native  Tartar  population. 
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29.  The  New  Works  at  the  Siege  of  Sebastopol, 

On  the  Bight  Attach,  from  the  Mortar  Battery  on  the  Bight  of  Gordon’s  Battery. 

This  sketch  shows  all  the  new  works  on  the  right  attack ; and  it  will  convey  a clear 
idea  of  the  position  of  the  rifle-pits,  where  there  has  been  so  much  fighting  of  late.  The 
small  zig-zags,  where  the  French  and  English  trenches  meet,  will  show  how  close  are  the 
Allies  to  the  advanced  trenches  of  the  enemy.  At  this  point  the  ground  between  the  two 
is  covered  with  gabions,  and  it  was  along  the  entire  length  of  these  trenches  that  the  sortie 
of  the  enemy  was  made  on  the  28th  March.  In  this  view  the  spectator  is  looking  nearly 
north.  Away  behind  the  “Mamelon,”  on  the  north  side  of  the  harbour,  are  slightly 
indicated  the  numerous  batteries  which  have  been  lately  thrown  up  by  the  Russians. 


30.  Christinas  Dinner  on  the  Heights  before  Sebastopol. 

This  sketch  commemorates  the  celebration  of  Christmas  in  the  camp  before  Sebastopol, 
by  the  officers  of  the  3rd  battalion  of  the  Grenadier  Guards.  The  officers  represented,  com- 
mencing from  the  foreground  figure  on  the  left,  and  continuing  from  left  to  right  are  : Captain 
Frederick  Bathurst,  Captain  Sir  Charles  Russell,  Bart.,  Captain  Charles  Turner,  Captain 
Alexander  Viscount  Balgonie,  Captain  Burnaby,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Charles  Lindsay, 
Colonel  Frederick  AVilliam  Hamilton,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Prince  Edward  of  Saxe-AVeimar, 
Captain  George  Higginson,  Lieutenant  Robert  William  Hamilton,  Captain  Sir  James 
Fergusson,  Bart.,  Captain  H.  AV.  Verschoyle. 


31.  Sebastopol  from  the  East, 

Or  Extreme  Bight  of  our  Attack. 

This  view,  that  representing  the  “ Head  of  the  Harbour,”  and  the  one  showing  the 
Ruins  of  Inkerman,”  are  panoramic.  AVith  regard  to  the  first  of  these,  Mr.  Simpson 
writes:  “You  will  perceive  two  building-sheds  like  those  at  Deptford,  or  AVoolwich  ; to  the 
left  of  them  is  a church ; a little  higher  up,  more  to  the  left,  are  some  very  white-looking 
buildings,  which  I understand  to  be  the  barracks ; immediately  above  them,  to  the  left,  is 
a Grecian  Doric  building,  with  columns  all  round,  like  the  Parthenon  ; I have  heard  it 
called  the  public  library,  or  military  library,  I am  not  certain  which.  Just  beneath  this 
building  commences  a long  ridge  of  high  ground,  which  has  been  made  into  one  mass  of 
eartheru  fortifications,  and  at  which  they  are  still  working ; while  I was  sketching,  I could 
see  large  masses  of  men  at  work  on  them : at  one  end  of  this  ground  are  the  remains  of 
the  Round  Tower.  All  along  this  side  of  the  town  is  a continuous  line  of  fortifications, 
trenches,  and  batteries,  down  close  to  the  harbour.  On  the  extreme  left  of  the  picture  I 
have  indicated  a Russian  battery,  by  the  smoke  of  its  guns ; this  is  what  they  call  the 
“ Flagstaff*  Battery ; ” it  is  in  front  of  the  French  attack.  If  you  look  close,  you  will  see  in 
the  distance  Cape  Chersonese,  the  lighthouse,  and  French  fleet.  In  the  middle  distance  you 
will  observ^e  a lon^  track,  studded  with  little  spots,  like  buttons;  these  are  the  outlying 
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Russian  picqucts:  behind  every  one  of  these  lurk  their  riflemen,  and  tlie  entire  length  of  the 
left  side  of  the  valley  is  occupied  by  them.  At  times,  they  venture  up  on  the  side  of  the 
valley  to  the  right,  and  then  occurs  the  scene  which  I have  given  iu  the  foreground,  of  our 
men  skirmishing  away  to  receive  them,  each  side  skulking  behind  stones,  or  whatever  else 
ofiers  a shelter.  I have  put  every  ship  exactly  as  I saw  it  on  the  first  day  of  the  year. 
Beside  the  forts  on  the  north  side,  there  are  a great  many  earthen  works  thrown  up — I have 
indicated  most  of  them  ; there  is  a tolerably  large  village  on  the  north  side.  In  the  fore- 
ground are  the  parallels  which  are  now  being  constructed.  The  Russians  kept  now  and  then 
sending  a shot  or  a shell  among  the  men  engaged  in  their  construction,  and  you  will  at 
once  perceive  that  whatever  went  over  their  heads  would  have  a chance  of  coming  in  contact 
with  mine  : luckily,  most  of  the  shells  fell  in  advance  of  the  trenches ; but  there  was  one 
which  gave  me  a great  fright — it  burst  immediately  over  my  head,  and  the  noise,  when  it  is 
so  close,  is  quite  enough  to  astonish  you,  without  the  danger.  I at  once  dropped  my  port- 
folio and  pencil,  and  shrunk  myself  down  into  the  smallest  possible  size  behind  the  stones ; 
it  was  a minute  or  so  ere  I ventured  to  look  up  : where  the  pieces  of  shell  went  I cannot 
say ; all  I saw  was  the  mass  of  smoke  above  me,  curling  and  twisting  itself  as  it  passed  slowly 
away  with  the  wind.” 

32.  View  from  the  Heights  above  Balaklava, 

Looking  toicards  Selastopol. 

Showing  the  ground  of  the  battles  of  the  25th  of  October  and  the  5th  of  November, 
and  the  line  of  our  defences  since  the  25th  of  October. 


33.  Excavated  Church  in  the  Caverns  of  Inkerman, 

Looking  West, 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  remains  here  represented  are  those  of  a church,  the 
plan  of  which,  running  east  and  west,  can  be  clearly  seen ; the  arch  on  the  right  must  have 
formed  one  of  the  transepts.  The  external  front  has  fallen  down,  but  iu  parts,  towards  the 
outside,  the  arches,  and  in  some  places  the  mouldings  upon  them,  can  be  easily  traced.  One 
of  the  side-chambers  still  bears  evidence  of  having  been  decorated  with  paintings.  These 
caverns  are  in  the  hands  of  the  French,  who  have  built  up  walls  in  the  openings,  and  left 
loop-holes  in  them,  from  which  they  keep  up  a constant  fire  on  the  Russians,  who  are 
similarly  fortified  in  the  caves  on  the  opposite  of  the  river.  One  of  these  loop-holed  walls 
has  been  thrown  up  where  the  front  of  the  church  formerly  stood,  and  the  Chasseurs  de 
Vincennes  keep  sentry  at  the  spot.  In  the  view  looking  out  of  the  church,  the  Inkermau 
West  Lighthouse  is  almost  visible  ; it  is  on  the  southern  extremity  of  the  most  distant  ridge 
of  land.  Across  tlie  flat  ground  is  the  road  which  passes  the  head  of  the  Harbour ; the 
stream  running  by  it  is  the  Tchernaya. 


34.  A Hot  Day  in  the  Batteries. 

This  view  is  taken  from  the  left  of  the  21 -gun  Battery,  just  at  the  entrance  to  the 
battery  Irom  the  Woronzoff  Road,  which  will  be  seen  iu  the  hollow  on  the  left.  Here 
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arc  placed  two  10-incli  mortars,  and  one  that  throws  a shell  of  13  inches  in  diameter. 
Extending  to  the  right  are  the  siege-train  guns  and  those  of  the  Naval  Brigade  ; on  the 
right  of  these  again  are  two  mortars,  which  are  those  shown  in  the  view  of  “ The  New 
Works  before  Sebastopol.”  In  front  of  the  battery  can  be  seen  our  second  parallel,  and  in 
the  hollow  beyond  is  a third  or  fourth  line  of  trenches.  The  great  mass  of  batteries  and 
embrasures  overlooking  all  this  is  the  Redan  : it  extends  from  the  Barrack  Battery  on  the 
left,  and  down  to  the  Dockj^ard  on  the  right,  from  which  again  commence  the  works  of  the 
Malakoff  Tower.  In  the  hollow  are  the  Dockyard  Buildings  or  Barracks  : Fort  St.  Paul 
is  on  the  right  of  these ; beyond  this  on  the  right  is  the  long  line  of  Fort  St.  Nicholas,  from 
the  east  end  of  which  is  shown  all  that  could  be  seen  of  the  vessels  which  were  last  sunk. 
A peep  of  the  head  of  the  Dockyard  creek  is  visible  at  the  end  of  the  Woronzoff  Road 
on  the  left  of  the  picture. 


35.  A Hot  Night  in  the  Batteries. 

No.  5,  6,  7 Guns^  No.  2 Battery.^  Left  Attack. 

This  picture  represents  the  Greenhill  Battery,  or  Left  Attack,  as  it  is  called  ; No.  7 
gun  is  the  one  in  the  foreground,  which  is  being  charged ; No.  6 is  the  next,  which  the 
Captain  is  in  the  act  of  laying  : No.  5 is  the  siege-train  gun,  which  has  just  been  discharged. 
When  a gun  is  fired  at  night,  instead  of  appearing  like  a mass  of  snowy  cloud,  as  in  the 
daytime,  the  smoke  assumes  the  appearance  of  a mass  of  fire,  too  sudden  and  too  dazzling 
for  the  eye  to  look  at.  The  little  hut  against  the  traverse  is  one  made  by  the  men  to  shel- 
ter themselves  from  the  weather  during  the  “ quiet”  days  or  nights,  as  they  may  happen  to 
be.  In  the  battery  on  the  right  is  a Sapper,  and  some  men  carrying  sand-bags  and  gabions 
to  repair  any  injuries  which  may  have  been  done  to  the  embrasures. 


36.  The  Valley  of  the  Shadow  of  Death. 

Caves  in  the  Woronzoff  Road  behind  the  2\-Gun  Battery. 

The  near  vicinity  of  the  battery  is  indicated  by  the  smoke  from  the  guns,  and  the  shells 
from  the  Russian  batteries  exploding  above  them ; on  the  left  is  a portion  of  the  trench 
leading  to  the  battery.  These  caves  are  occupied  by  the  soldiers  who  keep  guard  in  the 
trenches.  All  the  ground  is  covered  with  shot  and  shell,  which  has  come  over  our  batteries; 
indeed  the  road  is  literally  paved  with  them,  and  it  would  be  possible  for  any  one  to  walk 
over  them  for  a quarter  of  a mile  without  touching  the  ground. 


37.  Bussian  Bifle-Pit, 

Now  part  of  the  British  Advanced  Trenches.,  on  the  Left  of  the  Right  Attack., 

or  Gordons  Battery. 

This  is  one  of  the  pits  which  was  taken  on  the  night  of  the  19th  April,  when  Colonel 
Egerton  was  killed ; it  is  in  the  hollow  between  Gordon’s  Battery  and  the  Redan,  quite 
close  to  the  Woronzoff  Road. 
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38.  Prince  Woronzoff’s  Palace, 

Near  Yalta^  on  the  South  Coast  of  the  Crimea. 

In  the  morning,  as  the  fleet  was  returning,  after  sailing  on  the  first  expedition  to 
Kertch,  the  Royal  Albert.,  with  the  Admiral’s  staff  on  board,  and  accompanied  by  a small 
gun-boat,  stood  close  in  shore  to  have  a near  view  of  this  magnificent  palace. 


39.  The  Monastery  of  St.  George,  and  Cape  Piolente, 

Looking  West. 

The  houses  of  the  monks  are  not  seen  in  this  drawing ; but  it  gives  the  Church  and 
the  fine  scenery  of  the  locality  terminating  with  Cape  Fiolente.  It  is  the  only  inhabited 
spot  between  Balaklava  and  the  lighthouse  at  Chersonese.  When  viewed  from  the  sea,  the 
buildings,  from  the  great  altitude  of  the  cliffs  on  which  they  stand,  appear  like  dovecots ; 
beneath  them  is  a beautiful  beach.  One  peculiar  feature  of  the  place  is  the  large  masses  of 
dark  rocks,  which  are  projected  to  a very  great  height ; there  is  one  just  beneath  the 
monastery,  and  some  in  the  water,  and  a great  mass  projects  from  Cape  Fiolente.  The  two 
figures  in  the  foreground  are  from  sketches  made  in  the  spot. 


40.  The  Lighthouse  at  Cape  Chersonese. 

Looking  South. 

On  leaving  the  Bosphorus  and  approaching  the  Crimea,  this  is  the  first'  object  to  be 
recognised.  In  this  view  the  artist  has  allegorically  indicated  the  whole  character  of  the 
war,  by  representing  a stranded  Turkish  vessel,  whilst  two  boats,  manned  by  British  and 
French  sailors,  are  engaged  in  the  task  of  rescuing  her  from  her  impending  danger : the 
setting  sun  and  troubled  sky  suggest  the  dangers  which  surround  the  Crescent. 


41.  Disembarkation  of  the  Expedition  to  Kertch  at  Kamish  Bournou, 

And  the  Blowing-up  of  St.  Paul's  Battery. 

In  this  drawing  the  artist  has  given  the  general  appearance  on  shore  of  the  troops  as 
they  landed — Staff-officers,  Post-captains,  Marines,  Highlanders,  Land  Transport  Corps, 
Mules,  Drivers,  Frenchmen,  &c.  &c.  The  long  steamer  with  the  two  little  black  funnels 
and  the  awning  is  the  Mina  ; she  and  the  vessel  ahead  of  her,  the  Brenda.,  kept  going  and 
returning  the  whole  afternoon  with  troops,  and  towing  a long  tail  of  man-of-war  boats  filled 
with  Marines.  Amongst  the  more  prominent  vessels  will  be  observed  the  Recruit  (for- 
merly Prussian  gunboat),  she  has  two  white  funnels,  and  is  behind  the  Mina  ; and  close 
into  the  laud,  astern  of  the  Mina.,  is  the  little  Spitfire,  also  with  two  white  funnels.  The 
Sidon  may  be  recognised  by  her  two  black  funnels  and  a line  of  ports  painted  black  and 
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white  all  along  her : a shell  was  sent  up  occasionally  to  the  north  of  the  landing-plnco,  to 
keep  the  place  clear.  The  Sphynx  is  just  in  advance  of  the  Sidoii^  she  has  a white  line 
along  her.  The  hill  above  is  covered  with  tumuli ; from  it  a hue  view  is  obtained  of  the 
town  and  bay  of  Kertch. 


42  Portress  of  Yenikale, 

Looking  towards  the  Sea  of  Azoff. 

This  drawing  will  give  a slight  idea  of  the  old  walls  of  Yenikale.  The  houses  within 
are  modern.  The  guns  of  the  Russians  were  mounted,  and  above  the  top  of  the  wall,  just 
over  the  beach,  their  black  muzzles  will  be  found  slightly  indicated  : there  was  also  one 
gun  on  the  square  tower  at  the  corner,  and  another  mounted  on  the  wall  above  the  tower 
to  the  left.  The  long  red  roof  to  the  right  of  the  tree  is  the  house,  or  hospital,  where  the 
wounded  Russians  were  taken.  In  the  foreground  are  some  of  our  Tars  and  Artillerymen 
embarking  the  Russian  guns.  Another  of  the  operations  on  the  path  to  glory  is  here  given, 
in  the  shape  of  a soldat  Fran^ais^  washing  his  shirt,  which  is  a very  common  thing  to  be 
seen  on  the  beach  at  Yenikale.  The  lighthouse  in  the  distance  is  placed  on  the  hill,  so 
that  it  can  be  seen  all  down  the  straits,  and  forms  at  the  same  time  a mark  for  entrance 
from  the  Sea  of  Azoff.  The  town  of  Yenikale  is  to  the  left  of  the  picture. 


43  Kertch,  from  the  North. 

This  view  is  taken  on  the  road  from  Kertch  to  Yenikale.  The  large  hill  round  which 
Kertch  is  built  is  called  the  Mountain  of  Mithridates,  and  the  little  erection  on  the  top  of  it 
is  the  Tomb  of  Mithridates  : it  is  Ionic  in  style  ; there  is  a cross  on  the  top  of  it,  and  there 
is  also  a window,  or  rather  opening  in  the  form  of  a cross,  in  the  cast  side  of  it.  It  must  be 
a later  erection  on  the  site  of  an  older  building.  To  the  right  of  it  the  ground  rises  into 
what  was  once  a tumulus,  which  has  been  excavated,  and  at  present  there  is  nothing  but 
bare  rock,  in  the  centre  of  which  is  a hollow,  just  the  size  of  a human  body,  and  the  earth 
which  has  been  dug  up  round  it  is  thickly  mixed  with  human  bones.  Down  the  face  of 
the  hill  is  a more  modern  burial-ground,  which  is  recognised  by  the  tombstones.  Lower 
down  the  hill,  to  the  left  of  the  Tomb  of  Mithridates,  is  the  Museum  of  Kertch  ; it  seems 
to  have  been  a place  of  some  celebrity,  and  was  full  of  objects  got  out  of  the  numerous 
tumuli  in  the  locality,  all  of  which  were  either  carried  off  by  the  troops  or  smashed  to  atoms, 
the  only  articles  left  being  a few  blocks  of  ancient  sculpture,  which  were  too  large  to  move : 
some  of  these  are  very  nice  specimens.  The  building  is  of  Grecian  Doric,  and  is  said  to  be 
on  the  site  of  a former  Temple  to  Diana ; it  has  six  pillars  in  front  and  nine  on  each  side. 
The  town  itself  has  been  compared  by  many  to  Malta,  from  the  fine  architectural  appearance 
of  nearly  every  house.  Pillars  and  balustrades  are  very  common,  and  few  houses  but  have 
got  a cornice  and  friezes  to  the  windows,  all  in  the  Greek  taste ; but  here  and  there  you  find 
something  that  has  an  Eastern  appearance  about  it ; the  arches  in  these  cases  have  a Moorish 
turn  about  them.  The  gateway  at  the  old  church  of  Yenikale  is  quite  Arabesque,  and  very 
handsome,  although  it  is  not  new.  As  the  artist  passed  through  Kertch  with  the  rear,  or 
rather  the  stragglers  of  the  army,  he  has  given  in  the  foreground  something  like  what  was 
going  on.  The  fatigue-party  is  composed  of  the  93rd  in  their  new  costume,  and  a few 
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Marines.  The  natives  are  all  from  sketches  taken  from  life.  He  has  also  introduced  a 
Russian  prisoner  among  the  party.  The  vehicle  with  the  baggage  is  the  common  one  of  the 
country,  and  is  called  an  araha.  The  range  of  hills  in  the  distance  are  the  heights  between 
Kertch  and  the  place  where  the  expedition  landed,  and  which  our  troops  passed  over  on 
their  march  ; the  little  knolls  on  the  top  are  the  tumuli,  of  which  there  are  so  many  in  every 
direction, — they  are  so  thick  that  they  give  rather  a peculiar  appearance  to  the  country. 
The  smoke  rising  on  the  other  side  of  the  town  is  from  one  of  the  Government  buildings, 
which  was  still  burning  when  we  passed  through. 


44  Straits  of  Yenikale,  with  the  Bay  and  Town  of  Kertch, 

From  the  Old  Fortress  of  Yenikale. 

This  is  about  as  complete  a view  of  the  whole  locality  as  could  possibly  be  got : you 
see  the  entrance  to  the  Straits,  and  where  the  large  ships  anchored,  and  where  the  smaller 
vessels  came  up  with  the  troops.  From  this  last  point  can  be  traced  their  route  over 
the  heights  and  across  the  plain  to  Kertch  ; the  imagination  will  easily  complete  the 
small  bit  at  the  bend  in  the  bay  necessary  to  complete  the  line  of  march  from  Kertch  to  the 
place  of  encampment  at  Yenikale. 

The  old  fortress  appears  to  have  been  a very  strong  place  in  its  day,  but  at  present  the 
walls  are  in  a very  crumbling  state — stones  all  loose,  and  grass  and  plants  growing  out 
between  them : but  the  French  went  hard  at  work  to  repair  it  for  the  Russian  guns.  The 
line  of  earthwork  which  you  see  beyond  the  walls  is  the  inner  line  of  trenches ; the  other 
line  passes  up  from  the  sea  through  the  middle  of  the  camp,  and  is  surmounted  on  the  top 
by  a very  strong  redoubt : there  is  about  half  a mile  between  the  two  lines.  The  town  of 
Yenikale  is  on  the  slope  of  ground  to  the  right  of  the  fortress.  The  Sphynx  is  just  shown 
over  the  ruins  ; she  was  the  vessel  left  in  charge  of  the  place. 


45  Funeral  Cortege  of  Lord  Raglan  leaving  Head-Quarters. 

This  drawing  is  taken  from  the  end  of  the  house.  The  coflin  was  placed  upon  a 
wooden  frame  erected  over  a gun,  and  drawn  by  sixteen  horses.  On  the  left  of  the  body  are 
Omer  Pasha  and  General  Simpson ; on  the  right  are  General  La  Marmora  and  General 
Pelissier.  Geneml  La  Marmora  may  be  distinguished  by  the  silver  lace  along  the  top  of 
his  cocked  hat,  and  General  Pelissier  by  the  white  feathers  all  along  the  outside  of  the  gold 
braid.  Two  Hussars  are  leading  Lord  Raglan’s  horse;  then  come  the  mourners.  The 
Naval  officer  is  Captain  Talbot,  and  the  Rifle  officer  is  Colonel  Somerset ; the  others  being 
all  in  such  similar  uniforms  rendered  it  impossible  on  such  a small  scale  to  particularize 
individuals.  The  officers  with  the  blue  tufts  in  their  hats  are  some  of  the  Sardinian  staff. 
At  this  part  of  the  route  the  way  was  lined  by  a few  Sappers  and  Miners ; then  came  the 
Guards ; and  on  the  face  of  a rising  ground,  opposite  Head-Quarters,  the  Artillery  were 
placed,  and  fired  nineteen  guns  as  the  cortege  was  leaving.  Here  also  were  placed  the 
Cavalry,  where  they  joined  in  the  procession.  In  the  front  of  the  hat,  on  the  coffin, 
is  the  wreath  of  immortelles  which  General  Pelissier  placed  as  the  cortege  was  about 
to  move. 
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46  The  Town  Batteries,  or  Interior  fortifications  of  Sebastopol, 

From  the  Advanced  Parallel  of  Chapmans  Attack^  June  23r</,  1855. 

From  the  elaborate  nature  of  the  detail  of  this  drawing,  it  is  useless  to  attempt  to 
describe  it.  It  is  considered  better,  therefore,  to  refer  to  the  Key-Plate. 

47  Burning  of  the  Government  Buildings  at  Kertch, 

2th  June^  1855. 

This  drawing  was  taken  from  the  sea.  From  this  point  all  along  the  shore  nearly 
every  building  was  belonging  to  the  Government.  The  house  with  the  green  roof,  which  is 
now  fully  on  fire,  just  behind  the  clump  of  trees,  is  the  Governors  house.  Right  above  it 
on  the  hill  is  the  Museum.  Above  that,  again,  is  the  Tomb  of  Mithridates.  The  small 
houses  on  the  beach  are  the  guard-houses  of  the  Russian  soldiers.  In  the  extreme  distance 
is  rather  a tall  house  with  a little  chimney  in  the  corner ; that  is  Platz's  (the  English- 
man s)  Mill. 

48  Interior  of  Lord  Baglan’s  Head-Quarters. 

A Council  of  War. 

This  drawing  is  intended  as  nothing  more  than  a characteristic  sketch  of  a scene  of 
frequent  occurrence,  and  of  a place  that  has  now  become  of  great  historical  importance. 
Lord  Raglan  may  be  presumed  to  be  at  the  head  of  the  table ; Canrobert  and  Omer  Pasha 
on  his  right ; and  Bruat  and  Lyons  on  his  left.  The  other  personages  are  Generals,  Staff- 
officers,  &c.  The  door  behind  his  lordship  is  the  entrance  to  what  was  his  private  room. 


49.  The  Camp  of  the  fourth  Division,  July  \hth,  1865, 

From  Cathcart's  Hill. 

As  this  camp  was  placed  over  each  side  of  a hill,  it  was  quite  impossible  to  get  a point  of 
view  that  would  embrace  the  whole  of  it.  This  drawing  only  shows  the  central  part  of  it. 
Some  of  the  drawings  of  the  camp  representing  the  winter  give  the  weather  of  the  time. 
This,  and  others  done  at  the  same  time,  give  an  idea  of  it  under  more  favourable  circum- 
stances, the  poultry,  goats,  and  sheep  being  seen  in  every  part  of  the  camp. 

60  The  Cavalry  Camp, 

July  9th,  1855. 

The  Key-Plate  attached  to  the  drawing  will  afford  the  best  description  of  it. 
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51  Camp  of  the  Light  Division, 

From  the  Woronzoff  Road, 

This  view  is  taken  from  the  Woronzoff  Road,  close  to  where  there  is  a milestone, 
intimating  a distance  of  a mile  and  a half  from  Sebastopol.  You  are  looking  east,  perhaps 
a point  or  so  towards  the  south.  By  placing  the  view  of  the  Fourth  Division  on  the  right 
of  this  one,  and  the  Third  to  the  right  of  it  again,  you  will  have  a slight  panorama  of  the 
camp  on  the  heights.  The  foregrounds  are  all  different,  being  from  different  localities  ; but 
the  distance  of  each  is  partly  repeated  in  the  other.  The  immense  sea  of  forts  in  the  distance 
is  the  camp  of  the  French  right  attack. 


52  Camp  of  the  Third  Division, 

From  the  Camp  of  the  Q^rd  Regiment^  Fourth  Division. 

Mr.  Simpson  says : — “ As  the  point  from  which  I took  this  gave  a very  pretty  peep 
of  Sebastopol,  I extended  my  drawing  on  the  right  to  include  it.  I was  still  further 
tempted  to  do  this,  as  it  shows  a road  that  must  be  too  familiar  to  every  one  in  the  Third 
Division ; tliat  is,  the  road  to  the  trenches  of  the  left  attack.  You  also  see  the 
principal  part  of  Chapman’s  Battery.  The  storm  which  I have  introduced  occurred 
while  I was  sketching ; and  I had  to  finish  my  work  in  one  of  the  tents  of  the  63rd. 
The  rain  came  down,  obscuring  the  horizon,  and  making  a black  shadow  over  the  water,  so 
that  Sebastopol  came  out  clear  and  white.  I have  introduced  a relief  going  down  to  the 
trenches.  As  you  pass  through  the  camp  now,  you  are  sure  to  find  the  men  at  the  game  I 
have  introduced  as  a foreground.  Its  being  played  with  cannon-balls  is  rather  characteristic. 
The  green  and  blue  tents  are  canteens.  This  shows  all  the  ground  occupied  by  the  Third 
Division  through  the  winter.” 


53  Sketch  in  the  Interior  of  the  Mamelon  Vert, 

Looking  South. 

The  guns  on  the  left  are  those  which  were  left  by  the  Russians  when  they  were  driven 
back  to  the  Malakoft’.  You  can  judge  of  the  effects  of  the  bombardments  by  the  results 
here  represented.  To  an  eye  accustomed  to  a battery  in  good  order,  these  guns  have  the 
appearance  of  being  all  drunk.  They  are  all  pointing  every  way  but  the  way  that  they 
ought  to.  The  gun  on  the  right  is  one  of  the  French  guns  pointing  towards  the  Malakoff. 
They  have  a great  many  batteries  on  difterent  parts  of  the  Mamelon  ; and  quite  in  rear  of 
it  are  a few  mortars,  one  of  which  is  supposed  to  be  firing.  The  sliell  bursting  in  the  air 
was  a thing  of  momentary  occurrence.  The  figures  are  Zouaves  and  French  Artillerymen. 
Observe  the  eagle  on  the  Russian  guns. 
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54.  Battle  of  the  Tchernaya, 

IQth  August^  1855. 

Accompanying  this  drawing  was  the  following  description  of  Mr.  Simpson  : — “ This 
drawing  represents  the  principal  point  of  this  brilliant  engagement.  The  nearest  bridge 
crosses  the  aqueduct,  which  here  makes  a bend  round  the  base  of  the  hills  which  formed 
the  French  position  ; the  bridge  with  the  two  arches  crosses  the  Tchernaya  itself ; from  this 
the  Mackenzie  farm-road  traverses  the  plain,  and  passes  between  the  two  rising  grounds 
immediately  over  the  bridge,  and  ascends  the  high  plateau  by  a long  incline,  seen  right 
above  the  left  of  the  two  rising  grounds  already  alluded  to.  On  the  high  part  of  the  plateau, 
to  the  left  of  the  gorge,  is  a Telegraph  station,  and  beneath  it  are  a battery  and  numerous 
trenches,  some  of  which  are  indicated,  but  all  along  the  plateau  can  be  made  out  batteries 
and  works  of  different  kinds.  This  drawing  will  give  an  idea  of  the  position  which  the 
Russians  now  hold ; you  see  the  heights  of  the  plateau,  and  in  some  places  the  perpendi- 
cular character  of  the  rocks,  which  extend  for  miles  away  to  the  south-east.  On  the  rising 
ground,  on  the  left  of  the  Mackenzie  road,  the  Russians  have  made  some  works,  and  on 
Sunday  last  they  began  to  dig  with  some  men  on  the  most  advanced  spur ; from  this  work 
they  opened,  I think,  three  guns : it  was  from  these  guns  that  they  fired  upon  the  French 
whilst  employed  with  their  litters,  carrying  off  the  wounded  Russians  from  the  field  of 
battle.  The  smoke  still  in  advance  is  from  the  artillery  of  the  enemy  ; the  smoke  away  up 
the  valley,  to  the  right  of  the  picture,  is  where  the  attack  was  made  upon  the  Sardinian 
position.  On  the  hill,  almost  above  the  little  house,  are  some  works  occupied  by  their 
advanced  posts ; the  little  house  is  one  of  many  which  are  placed  along  the  aqueduct. 
Lord  Raglan  slept  here  on  September  last  when  the  army  passed  the  bridge. 

“ I need  not  attempt  to  give  a description  of  this  engagement.  It  will  be  sufficient 
to  say  that  these  bridges  were  the  principal  object  of  the  attack,  and  the  number  of  dead 
and  wounded  was  an  evidence  of  the  extent  of  the  conflict  which  took  place.  I may  tell 
you  that  all  the  dead  in  the  foreground  are  from  sketches  made  on  the  spot ; they  had  no 
knapsack ; but  in  large  bags  slung  round  their  necks  they  each  carried  a great  quantity  of 
their  black  bread,  baked  in  very  large  loaves.  It  was  a more  marked  feature  of  the  ground 
than  the  cannon-balls,  so  I have  attempted  to  suggest  their  appearance  in  the  foreground.” 


55.  Valley  of  the  Tchernaya, 

Looking  North. 

On  the  right  of  the  picture  is  Tchorgoun  ; right  across  the  scene  the  river  Tchernaya 
winds  its  way  ; on  the  left  is  the  Bridge  by  which  the  aqueduct  crosses  the  Tchernaya ; the 
mound  to  the  left,  and  the  one  to  the  middle,  but  more  distant,  are  Sardinian  redoubts  ; the 
most  distant  bridge  on  the  Tchernaya  to  the  left  was  the  scene  of  the  battle  of  the  16th  of 
August.  Sardinian  officers  occupy  the  foreground  ; the  extreme  distance  being  the  plateau 
occupied  by  the  Russians. 
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56.  Balaklava, 

Showing  the  State  of  the  Quays  and  the  Ship'ping  in  May^  1855. 

This  drawing  is  the  property  of  the  Admiralty,  and  is  in  possession  of  the  Govern- 
ment ; it  shows  the  whole  of  the  improvements  effected  by  Admiral  Boxer,  and  is  a 
beautiful  view  of  the  Harbour  looking  towards  the  sea.  It  forms  one  of  the  plates  of  the 
work  now  publishing,  and  may  be  taken  as  one  of  any  selection  of  six  or  more  subjects. 


57.  Cape  Aiya, 

Looking  Norths  Towards  Balaklava. 

Mr.  Simpson  accompanied  this  drawing  with  the  following  remarks  : — “ Whilst 
beating  about  during  the  last  week  on  the  outside  of  Balaklava,  I made  numerous  sketches 
of  this  fine  cape ; but  I selected  this  one,  although  not  the  finest,  as  I could  introduce 
Balaklava,  which  will  give  an  idea  of  the  position.  It  also  shows  the  hill  where  the 
defences  of  Balaklava  terminate,  on  the  extreme  right  of  that  place ; it  is  the  high  hill 
which  comes  between  the  ship-masts  and  Cape  Aiya,  and  is  almost  hid  in  the  drawing  by 
the  rain  ; it  is  called  the  ‘ Marine  Heights’  and  ‘ The  Crow’s-nest ; ’ the  Rifles  and  Marines 
are  encamped  upon  it.  You  have  the  other  side  of  this  hill  in  the  drawing  of  the  Camp 
of  the  Highland  Brigade.  All  to  the  right  of  this  hill  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Cossacks  ; — 
of  course  so  is  Cape  Aiya,  but  it  is  much  oftener  in  the  hands  of  the  clouds.  I have 
failed,  I think,  to  give  it  that  great  height  which  it  really  possesses ; the  rocks  come  down 
almost  perpendicular,  in  some  places  from  near  the  top  down  into  the  sea  : the  efl’ects  upon 
it  at  sunset  are  very  fine.  I have  introduced  a ship  about  the  size  of  the  Sidon,  below  the 
Tower  at  Balaklava.  I saw  the  above-named  vessel  lying  there,  and  I have  shown  about 
the  proportion.” 

58.  The  Valley  of  Baidar, 

From  Petroskis  Villa,  looking  East. 

Mr.  Simpson  says, — “ Petroski’s  Villa  is  the  building  on  the  right  among  the  trees. 
Report  says  it  is  a shooting-lodge  of  Prince  Woronzofi*,  and  Petroski  was  his  chef  de  la  chasse. 
The  tower  of  the  building  looks  very  pretty  when  you  get  a peep  of  it  through  the  woods, 
but  a closer  inspection  would  incline  you  to  believe  that  you  were  in  Cremorne  instead  of 
the  Crimea.  In  the  distance,  to  the  left  of  it,  you  will  see  the  village  of  Baidar  and  the 
camp  of  a few  detachments  of  our  Light  Cavalry.  The  Woronzoft  Road  passes  close  to  Petroski’s 
Villa,  and  crosses  this  end  of  the  valley,  then  through  the  village  of  Baidar,  and  gradually 
ascends  the  hills,  where  it  comes  on  the  sea,  where  there  is  a Grecian  Doric  archway,  which 
overlooks  a magnificent  view  of  perpendicular  rocks.  Here  the  road  descends  by  a series  of 
zig-zags,  and  through  a tunnel  in  the  rocks,  and  leads  away  towards  the  east  towards  Yalta, 
skirting  the  coast  all  the  way.  The  hills  on  the  south  side  of  the  Baidar  Valley  separate 
the  valley  from  the  sea.  I cannot  exactly  tell  you  where  the  Russians  are  and  where  the 
Allies  are.  I think,  as  an  explanation,  I may  say  that  we  hold  the  whole  of  the  plain,  and 
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that  towards  the  distance  the  Russians  have  the  heights.  The  tents  in  the  foreground 
belong  to  the  Turks;  an  occasional  green  tent  is  a marked  feature  of  them.  It  was  some 
time  before  I could  settle  whether  I ought  to  introduce  anything  into  the  picture  that  was 
connected  with  the  war,  for  it  is  a place  far  too  beautiful  to  be  associated  with  those  ideas  of 
death  and  devastation  which  are  so  inseparable  with  such  a state  of  things.” 


69.  The  Attack  on  the  MalakofiP. 

Mr.  Simpson  describes  this  scene  as  follows  : — “ The  point  here  chosen  is  the  outer 
corner  of  the  MalakofF;  to  this  spot  our  brave  Allies  had  made  their  approaches,  until  it 
was  only  a hop,  step,  and  jump,  and  they  were  on  this  formidable  pararpet  of  the  key  to 
the  Russian  position;  the  ditch  is  from  ]2  to  18  feet  wide,  and,  perhaps,  about  20  feet 
deep  (I  speak  from  recollection  only).  The  original  White  Tower,  which  at  one  time 
looked  over  from  this  battery,  has,  with  the  numerous  bombardments,  gradually  disappeared, 
and  now  can  only  be  discovered  as  forming  part  of  the  traverses  of  the  work.  So  far  as  the 
assault  itself  goes,  I can  give  you  little  or  no  information  that  could  be  explanatory  of  the 
sketch.  These  famous  fellows,  the  Zouaves,  formed  one  of  the  main  features  of  the  achieve- 
ment. I have  introduced  a few  of  the  indigenes;  they  are  from  Africa,  and  their  dress  is  the 
same  cut  as  the  Zouaves ; but  it  is  a different  colour,  being  all  light  blue,  with  orange 
facings.  You  are  supposed  in  this  drawing  to  be  looking  to  the  south  towards  the  Redan, 
which  I have  indicated,  as  well  as  our  advanced  trenches  before  it.  After  the  French  took 
the  Mamelon,  the  Russians  built  up  a number  of  tlie  embrasures  on  the  outer  point  of  the 
MalakofF ; that  will  explain  why  there  is  such  a large  space  without  guns  where  the 
assailants  are  mounting.  I have  shown  two  embrasures  on  the  right,  and  given  the  smoke 
from  the  guns  of  the  proper  right  face  ; the  interior  of  the  work  is  a sort  of  Cretan  labyrinth  of 
parapets  and  trenches,  which,  had  they  been  in  the  hands  of  proper  men,  each  of  them  might 
have  become  a pass  of  Thermopylm.” 


60  The  Interior  of  the  Redan, 

Taken  from  its  Left  Face  looking  towards  the  Salient  Angle : looking  South. 

Mr.  Simpson  says  : — “ As  these  works  are  made  to  afford  cover  from  missiles  coming 
from  every  direction,  it  becomes  difficult  to  find  a spot  from  which  you  can  see  much  beyond 
the  spot  where  you  happen  to  be  standing.  In  our  batteries  there  is  only  one  parapet  in 
front,  but  in  the  Redan  you  may  say  that  there  is  a parapet  in  the  rear,  with  openings  hero 
and  there  for  the  men  to  pass  in  and  out ; these  two  parapets  are  connected  at  short  intervals 
with  very  strong  traverses, — under  the  whole  of  these  are  bomb-proof  holes  and  caves,  in 
which  the  men  found  shelter;  this  I have  endeavoured  to  sliow  in  the  drawing  on  the  right 
of  the  flags ; but  on  the  left  face,  instead  of  a parapet  behind,  there  is  a large  mass  of  work 
thrown  up,  forming  a curtain  between  every  traverse,  and  leaving  a passage  at  each  corner. 
In  the  embrasure  of  the  gun  in  the  foreground  I have  shown  the  mantlings,  made  of  ropes, 
which  were  employed  to  cover  the  gunners  from  the  fire  of  the  riflemen;  on  the  salient 
angle  itself  is  a space  and  a slope  up  to  it  (which  I have  indicated),  to  which  when  an 
assault  was  made  they  took  up  field-pieces.  I noticed  similar  places  along  the  works.  The 
long  battery  in  the  distance  is  our  left  attack,  and  the  little  bit  of  ground  with  the  figures 
on  the  outside  of  the  Redan  is  the  ground  which  our  troops  marched  up  to  the  assault.  The 
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explosions  on  the  right  are  some  of  the  mines  in  the  Garden  or  Flagstaff  Battery.  In  the 
rear  of  the  Redan  the  ground  is  all  ploughed  up  with  our  shot  and  shell,  which  are  scattered 
about  in  every  direction,  mixed  with  the  damaged  guns  of  the  enemy. 

“ One  very  satisfactory  point  in  the  picture  is,  I think,  the  two  flags.” 


61  Church  in  E/car  of  the  Eedan, 

Looking  North  : showing  the  Effects  of  Shot  and  Shell. 

Mr.  Simpson  says : — “ This  pretty  little  church,  rendered  still  more  picturesque  by  the 
battering  it  has  received,  is  situated  amongst  a number  of  buildings  close  to  the  rear  of  the 
Redan.  These  buildings  are  now  nothing  but  a mass  of  rent  and  crumbling  walls,  and  will 
convey  some  notion  of  the  effects  of  shot  and  shell.  All  the  church-bells  are  placed  in 
wooden  erections  on  the  outside  of  the  building.  In  this  case  not  only  has  the  wooden  house 
suffered,  but  the  bell  itself  has  been  struck,  and  the  half  of  it  knocked  away.  The  long  line 
of  front  in  the  distance  is  part  of  the  Arsenal : here  were  some  batteries  intended  to  command 
the  rear  of  the  Redan.  To  the  left,  you  must  understand  that  the  large  creek  lies  between 
you  and  the  town  which  you  see  on  the  heights  beyond.  I have  supposed  this  to  be  the 
Sunday  morning  after  the  Russians  left  the  place,  when  it  was  all  on  fire.  There  were 
some  of  the  ships  and  dockyard  buildings  on  fire,  which  sent  up  an  immense  mass  of  smoke 
from  behind  the  Arsenal.  The  ‘ cochon*  which  forms  part  of  the  Zouaves’  ‘ loot^  is  no 
attempt  of  mine  at  the  ‘ classic^  but  a ririte  which  came  under  my  own  observation.” 


62.  Sebastopol, 

From  the  Rear  of  Fort  Nicholas : looking  South. 

Mr.  Simpson  describes  this  view  as  follows  : — “The  sheet  of  water  in  this  picture  is  a 
double  creek,  which  runs  south  from  the  main  harbour  of  Sebastopol : the  main  branch  of 
the  creek,  which  disappears  in  the  centre  of  the  picture,  is,  I should  say,  above  a mile  long ; 
it  separates  the  town  from  the  naval  arsenal,  docks,  &c.,  the  latter  being  on  its  eastern  side. 
The  large  square  block  of  buildings  with  the  high  embanked  wall  before  them  is  the 
Arsenal ; it  is  at  the  foot  of  the  slope  in  the  rear  of  the  Redan,  which  comes  into  the 
picture  just  above  the  right-hand  corner  of  the  Arsenal.  All  the  houses  behind  it  are  com- 
pletely in  ruins.  On  the  extreme  right  of  the  line  of  hill  from  the  Redan  is  the  Barrack 
Battery ; in  the  extreme  distance  over  this  point  are  seen  a few  of  the  embrasures  of  one  of 
the  advanced  batteries  of  our  left  attack.  On  the  salient  angle  of  the  Redan  I have  endea- 
voured to  indicate  the  flag.  On  the  left  of  the  Arsenal  is  the  shorter  creek  which  leads  to  the 
dry-docks.  The  buildings  all  along  here  are  Government  storehouses.  Over  this  point 
comes  the  rear  of  the  Malakoff,  with  the  Karabelnaia  suburb  at  its  base.  You  will  see  a 
long  white  wall,  which  separates  the  Karabelnaia  from  the  dockyard  buildings.  This  wall 
is  the  boundary-line  of  the  English  and  French  parts  of  the  place  in  this  locality.  Our 
possessions  also  include  the  Redan  and  Barrack  Battery,  down  to  the  long  straight  battery 
at  the  top  of  the  large  creek  (see  the  drawing  of  the  Inner  Fortifications  of  Sebastopol), 
this  creek  being  the  western  boundary  of  our  share  of  the  town.  If  you  understand  this 
description,  you  will  at  once  see  that  the  Arsenal  and  Dockyards  are  all  within  the 
ground. 
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“ In  the  town  itself  you  have  the  large  and  principal  church  ; it  is  a curious  style  of 
architecture,  a sort  of  half-breed  between  Gothic  aud  Moorish.  Beyond  it  is  the  classic 
temple,  which  was  always  said  to  be  a military  club-house,  but  which  turns  out  to  be  a 
church  , it  has  eight  pillars  at  each  end,  and  sixteen  on  its  sides.  On  the  highest  point  to 
the  right  is  what  is  called  the  Governor’s  House.  All  that  now  remains  of  it  are  the  bare 
walls.  It  was  from  the  point  of  land  in  front  of  Fort  Nicholas  that  the  large  bridge  com- 
menced leading  to  the  north  side  ; and  I suppose  that  during  the  retreat  from  the  town  in 
the  dark  the  bridges  had  been  destroyed  before  all  the  artillery  was  got  over,  and  that  they 
had  thrown  them  down  into  the  water,  where  they  lay.  While  I was  sketching,  here  aud 
there,  amidst  the  bright  green  painted  tumbrils,  might  be  seen  the  dead  body  of  a Russian 
soldier,  his  dirty  grey  coat  being  quite  a contrast  to  the  brilliant  colour  of  the  guns.” 


63.  The  Investiture  of  the  Order  of  the  Bath, 

At  the  Head-Quarters  of  the  British  Army^  before  Sebastopol. 

Mr.  Simpson  says  : — “ This  event  occurred  on  the  27th  of  the  month,  in  the  square 
before  the  principal  door  at  General  Simpson’s  head-quarters,  where  a small  pavilion  had 
been  erected  with  poles  and  flags.  In  the  centre  on  the  outside  was  an  immense  Royal 
Standard,  at  one  corner  was  the  Union  Jack,  and  at  the  other  the  Tricolor  : between  these 
again  were  erected  the  Turkish  aud  Sardinian  flags.  A guard  of  honour  from  the  House- 
hold Troops  was  in  attendance,  besides  detachments  of  infantry  and  cavalry,  which  lined 
the  square  all  round.  The  ceremony  was  performed  by  Lord  Stratford  de  RedcliflTe. 
General  Pelissier,  General  della  Marmora,  and  General  Simpson,  were  present,  accompanied 
by  all  the  principal  officers  of  the  allied  armies  and  fleets.” 


64.  The  North  Side  of  the  Harbour  of  Sebastopol,  June  23,  1855, 

From  the  Top  of  the  Harbour. 

Mr.  Simpson  says : — “ I have  put  the  date  to  this,  because  when  I made  the  other 
sketches  of  the  place  there  was  a lighthouse  behind  the  battery,  on  the  point  of  the  hill  on 
the  right  of  the  picture.  Since  then  the  West  Inkerman  Lighthouse  has  been  demolished, — 
I suppose  during  some  of  the  many  bombardments  which  we  have  had  lately.  You  will 
easily  recognise  that  there  is  the  same  point  that  is  on  the  left  of  the  drawing  of  the  Head  of 
the  Harbour.  Behind  it  is  one  of  the  Russian  batteries.  This  and  the  next  cape,  and  part 
of  the  next  again,  are  formed  of  very  white  limestones,  so  brilliant  that  it  is  sharp  and 
dazzling  to  the  eyes.  The  extreme  point  is  Fort  Constantine,  and  the  line  against  the  sea  is 
the  Wasp  and  Telegraph  Batteries.  Further  on  to  the  right  are  the  tents  of  the  Russian 
army  encamped.  Further  on  still  on  a point  is  a signal-post.  All  over  the  ground  on  this 
side  are  numerous  redoubts  and  batteries,  which  I have  given  as  I saw  them.  On  the  left 
of  the  picture  are  some  of  the  French  works ; on  the  west  of  the  field  of  Inkerman,  at  the 
base  of  the  hill  which  sweeps  down  on  this  side  of  the  picture,  is  the  Inkerman  Road,  and 
the  aqueduct,  which  has  now  been  so  long  dry  that  it  is  one  dark  line  of  grass,  and  bushes 
growing  out  of  it.  The  upper  part  of  the  Harbour  is  dotted  over  with  numerous  craft, 
either  sunk  or  about  to  sink.” 

The  view  is  taken  from  a spur  of  one  of  the  hills  in  rear  of  the  field  of  Inkerman,  where 
the  French  have  a picquet  posted. 
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65.  The  Camp  of  the  Guards  at  Balaklava. 

Tliis  drawing  was  painted  bj  Mr.  Simpson  by  command  of  Her  Majesty,  and  is  in  pos- 
session of  the  Queen  ; it  will  form  one  of  the  plates  of  the  work  now  publishing,  and  may  be 
ordered,  if  desired,  as  one  of  a selection  of  six  or  more  parts.  Tlie  view  contains  portraits  of 
Prince  Edward  of  Saxe- Weimar,  Lord  James  Murray,  Colonel  Seymour,  and  embraces  the 
Camp  of  the  Grenadier  Guards,  Fusilier  and  Coldstream  Guards,  the  Camp  of  the  71st 
Regiment,  Marine  Heights,  and  Camp  of  the  Rifles,  the  Tents  of  the  Staff,  the  Huts  of  Prince 
Edward  of  Saxe-Weimar,  Lord  Rokeby,  General  Cunningham,  Sir  Charles  Russell,  Colonel 
Ridley,  &c.  ; Balaklava,  Genoese  Ruins,  Cape  Aiya,  part  of  tlielineof  defences  of  Balaklava, 
the  Railway,  and  the  Branch  Railway  to  the  west  side  of  Harbour.

68.  Spring  in  the  Crimea. 

The  whole  ground  is  now  (March)  covered  with  yellow  crocuses,  and  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  batteries  they  are  found  in  such  close  neighbourhood  with  the  shot  and  shell  that  no 
one  could  possibly  pass  them  by  without  being  struck  by  the  contrast.  A beautiful  crocus 
is  here  growing  up  under  the  very  shadow  of  an  unexploded  shell  which  has  been  discharged 
from  a Russian  battery ; that  the  shell  is  still  alive  is  indicated  by  the  wooden  fuse  being 
still  in  it.  On  the  left  is  another  crocus,  which  throws  its  shadow  on  an  ugly  lump  of  a large 
shell,  which  has  done  its  duty,  and  is  become  red  with  rust. 


69.  Admiral  Lyons  and  StaflP.

Midshipman  ; Charles  Lambert,  Signalman. 
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70.  Turkish  Encampment  before  Sebastopol.

71.  English  Outlying  Picquet. 

It  is  difficult  to  recognise  in  this  sketch  the  British  soldier — still  the  Artist  has  repre- 
sented him  as  he  appeared  under  the  circumstances  in  which  he  has  placed  him.  These 
large  coats  are  only  worn  by  the  sentries. 


72.  The  Burial-Place  of  the  Eourth  Division. 

Above  the  heads  of  the  men  bearing  the  body  is  the  Camp  of  the  Fourth  Division  ; 
behind  the  Camp  is  the  old  fort,  now  called  “ Cathcart’s  Hill."  On  a hill  beyond  is  a ruin 
called  the  “ Picquet  House.”  Jleyond  that  again  is  the  field  of  Inkerman  ; more  to  the 
right  is  the  Windmill,  and  the  Camp  of  the  First  Division. 


73.  Entrance  to  Excavations  at  Inkerman. 

In  the  view  of  the  Ruins  of  Inkertnan  (No.  14)  there  is  a ravine,  with  quarries  on 
each  side  of  it,  and  the  aqueduct  at  the  bottom.  The  caves  here  represented  are  just  at  the 
aqueduct  on  the  left,  as  you  descend  towards  it  ; the  entrance  is  by  an  arched  opening,  from 
which  rises  a flight  of  steps  ; from  which  again  branch  off*  many  chambers  or  cells.  They 
are  very  low  in  the  roof,  as  may  be  seen  by  the  entrance  to  one  of  them  behind  the 
Chasseur  de  Vincennes,  who  is  standing  at  the  foot  of  the  steps.  These  places  have 
evidently  been  inhabited  by  the  people  working  at  the  quarries,  for  the  roofs  are  blackened 
by  the  smoke  from  their  fires.  On  ascending  the  steps,  many  fine  views  are  obtained  f the 
Valley  of  Inkerman  and  the  ruins  on  the  ojiposite  side. 


74.  Anapa,  from  the  North. 

On  the  point  to  the  right  the  batteries  are  just  made  on  the  top  of  the  cliff;  but 
towards  the  left,  as  the  ground  descends,  a retaining  wall  was  necessary.  From  the 

north-eastern  corner  the  wall  is  carried  inward  and  on  westward  until  it  meets  the  sea  again, 
joining  the  defences  on  the  land  side  ; it  is  the  eastern  extremity  of  the  town,  which  may 
be  called  the  ‘‘  west-end.”  Here  are  a very  handsome  church  and  extensive  barracks,  all 
demolished  by  the  Russians  before  leaving.  The  opening  in  the  wall  is  the  result  of  the 
explosion  of  a magazine,  the  debris  is  scattered  all  down  to  the  sea.  A beautiful  valley 
extends  away  to  the  south-east. 
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75.  Quarantine  Church  and  Battery. 

This  is  the  scene  of  a conflict  which  was  continued  for  two  nights,  in  the  month  of 
May,  between  the  French  and  the  enemy,  which  terminated,  after  great  losses  on  both  sides, 
in  the  expulsion  of  the  Russians,  and  the  occupation  of  the  cemetery  by  our  allies  ; and 
upon  the  height  seen  to  the  right  of  the  church  they  built  a battery  well  known  as  Batterie 
Cinquante.  The  more  distant  works  are  the  Quarantine  Battery  of  Sebastopol. 


76.  The  Admiralty. 

This  is  all  that  remains  of  the  Admiralty  of  Sebastopol.  The  tower  is  built  over  the 
gate  or  principal  entrance.  The  building  with  the  green  roof  is  a church.  The  large 
church  with  the  dome  has  been  all  but  finished,  as  the  scafifold  on  its  highest  point  will 
indicate.  To  the  left  of  this  is  seen  a very  handsome  monument,  with  an  ancient  ship  on 
the  top  of  it,  erected  to  a celebrated  Russian  naval  officer.  Here  again  is  seen  a portion  of 
the  rear  of  Fort  Nicholas.  The  masts  and  yards  in  the  water  are  all  that  now  can  be  seen  of 
the  Russian  fleet  of  the  Black  Sea.  Beyond  is  a good  view  of  the  “ North  Side.” 


77.  Hospital  and  Cemetery  of  Scutari. 

The  Hospital  at  Scutari  is  an  immense  square  of  very  high  buildings,  with  a high  tower 
at  each  corner  : it  occupies  the  corner  of  laud  where  the  Bosphorus  joins  the  Sea  of  Marmora ; 
both  of  which  are  seen  from  the  windows  of  the  Hospital,  which  makes  the  position  most 
beautiful.  On  the  left  of  the  picture  is  a slight  glimpse  of  Constantinople. 


78.  One  of  the  Wards  of  the  Hospital. 

All  the  wards  are  the  same  in  appearance.  The  blue  dress  is  that  worn  by  the 
invalids. 


79.  Church  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul. 

This  church  occupied  a prominent  position  in  Sebastopol ; its  Grecian  Doric  pillars  all 
round  made  it  a subject  of  inquiry  by  all ; and  it  went  by  many  a name  whilst  our  troops 
could  only  inspect  it  from  the  heights.  It  was  called  “ The  Military  Club-house^”  ‘‘  The 
Theatre”  “ The  Library”  and  an  Hospital but  the  moment  you  entered  the  building, 
it  was  evident  that  not  one  of  these  names  was  correct ; for  its  interior  presented  all  the 
arrangements  which  are  so  peculiar  to  the  Greek  Church.  It  has  been  burnt  since  the 
taking  of  the  town. 
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80.  Sebastopol,  from  Ancient  Kerson. 

Tills  view  is  taken  from  tlie  site  of  ancient  Kerson,  numerous  remains  of  which  still 
are  visible.  One  of  the  most  interesting  of  these  is  the  church  of  St.  Vladimir,  here  shown 
in  the  foreground  : its  magnificence  is  still  attested  by  the  blocks  of  sculptured  marble, 
capitals  of  columns,  &c.  This  drawing  shows  the  Quarantine  Cemetery  and  church,  and 
the  line  of  Russian  works  from  the  Bastion  Central  along  to  the  Quarantine  Battery  and 
Fort  Alexander.  In  the  water  are  still  seen  the  tops  of  the  masts  of  the  ships  sunk  in 
October,  1854.  On  the  north  side  is  Fort  Constantine  and  Fort  St.  Michael. 


81.  Redan  and  Advanced  Trenches  of  British  Bight  Attack. 

This  view  is  taken  from  the  advanced  trenches  of  the  left  attack,  looking  across  the 
Woronzoff  Road,  and  shows  the  Redan,  the  Quarries,  the  Quarry  Battery,  and  the  2nd, 
3rd,  4th,  and  5th  Parallels,  with  the  Malakolf  in  the  distance. 


82.  Ditch  of  the  Malakoff. 

This  part  of  the  Ditch  is  on  the  proper  right  of  the  Malakolf ; and  you  look  across  the 
central  ravine  towards  the  Redan,  which  you  see  partly  in  rear. 


83.  Mine  in  the  Bastion  du  MM. 

The  mines  here  led  to  the  countermines  against  the  French  approach,  and  to  the  Russian 
rifie-pits. 


84.  Bastion  du  MM,  from  the  Central  Bastion. 

This  with  the  Quarantine  Batteries  formed  the  defences  against  which  the  French  left 
attack  was  directed. 


85.  Ditch  of  the  Bastion  du  MM. 

This  view  shows  the  interior  of  the  Ditch,  with  the  caponniere  of  Block  House,  with 
two  guns  to  command  it ; on  the  right  is  the  High  Scarp  of  the  Bastion,  supported  by  a 
strong  stockade  of  beams  of  wood,  sharpened  at  the  top ; along  the  bottom  of  the  ditch 
are  numerous  entrances  to  the  mines,  which  in  this  place  were  very  extensive ; all  along 
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the  counterscarp  is  dug  out  into  holes  for  cover  to  the  troops,  which  would  indicate  that 
the  ditch  was  regularly  garrisoned  : this  work  is  now  admitted  to  be  the  strongest  by  far 
of  all  the  defences  of  Sebastopol.  The  battery  in  the  distance  is  the  Bastion  Central,  and 
is  on  the  right  of  the  Flagstaff  Battery. 


86.  The  Docks,  &c. 

The  docks  at  Sebastopol  lie  in  the  hollow,  where  the  central  ravine  leads  to  the  Dock- 
yard Creek.  The  three  docks  nearest  the  foreground  were  blown  up  by  the  British ; those 
towards  the  harbour  were  destroyed  by  our  allies.  On  the  left  is  the  corner  of  the  large 
barracks ; on  the  right  of  the  Dockyard  Creek  are  the  buildings  where  the  hospital  horrors 
were  discovered  on  our  entrance  into  the  town.  At  the  extremity  of  this  is  a mound  of 
rubbish,  which  is  all  that  remains  of  Fort  St.  Paul.  On  the  other  side  of  the  creek  is  the 
well-known  range  of  pointed  arches,  which  forms  the  rear  of  Fort  St.  Nicholas.  Beyond, 
in  the  distance,  is  a glimpse  of  the  north  side. 


87.  Interior  of  the  Malakoif. 

The  Round  Tower,  which  formed  so  conspicuous  a figure  in  the  early  part  of  the  siege, 
became  a useless  but  picturesque  ruin  ; but  the  successive  bombardments  at  last  shaved  it 
down,  until  not  a stone  of  it  was  visible  above  the  earthen  parapet.  The  small  portion  of 
it  which  is  seen  iu  this  drawing  is  its  rear ; on  the  side  it  presents  a number  of  loopholes, 
from  which  General  M‘Mahon  had  to  dislodge  the  few  Russians  that  remained,  by  turning 
them  out  in  the  Algerine  fashion.  The  drawing  represents  the  night  of  the  the  8th  of 
September,  when  the  darkness  to  a certain  extent  obscured  the  bloody  horrors  that  remained 
as  a testimony  of  the  brilliant  struggle  of  the  day. 


88.  Kamiesh. 

Here  is  one  of  the  streets  of  Kamiesh,  with  its  hastily  got-up  wooden  houses.  In  the 
middle  of  the  picture  is  the  harbour,  with  its  forest  of  masts ; to  the  left  again  is  Kasatch, 
where  the  British  men-of-war  and  transports  find  shelter ; beyond  that  is  the  lighthouse  on 
Cape  Chersonese,  marking  the  most  extreme  south-western  point  of  the  Crimea. 


89.  Interior  of  Fort  Nicholas. 

This  is  the  upper  tier  of  casemates  ; the  ports  facing  towards  the  sea  are  on  the  right, 
but  they  are  built  up,  as  the  fort  is  used  by  the  French  troops  as  a barrack.  The  pillars 
along  the  gallery  are  connected  with  the  ventilation  of  the  place.  This  was  the  largest  of 
the  sea  batteries  of  Sebastopol,  it  mounted  200  guns. 
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90.  Public  Library  and  Temple  of  the  Wind. 


This  was  the  highest  building  in  Sebastopol,  and  was  burned  down  on  the  night  of  the 
8th  of  September.  The  figures  are  a few  of  the  last  of  the  Russians  hurrying  to  get  over 
the  bridge.  It  was  a very  handsome  house,  built  in  the  Ionic  style  ; the  steps  in  front  are 
all  of  marble.  There  were  statues  in  the  niches,  and  in  one  of  the  large  panels  was  a fine 
bass  relief  in  marble.

The  Artist,  Carlo  Bossoli,  having  lived  for  some  time  in  the  Crimea,  in  the  suite  of 
Prince  Woronzoff,  then  Governor-General  of  New  Russia,  Bessarabia,  and  the  Crimea,  by 
his  assistance  and  by  that  of  many  other  illustrious  personages,  enjoyed  frequent  opportunities 
of  visiting  every  part  of  the  Peninsula.  He  was  thus  enabled  to  make  upon  the  spot  a 
large  collection  of  Sketches  of  the  Cities,  Fortresses,  Costumes,  &c.,  from  which  fifty-two 
of  the  most  interesting  have  been  selected  for  exhibition.  From  these  Sketches  he  has 
painted  numerous  pictures  for  the  Prince  and  Princess  YYoronzofT,  the  Grand  Duchess  Elena, 
wife  of  the  deceased  Grand  Duke  Michael,  Count  Apraxin,  Count  Potozchi,  Princess  Mi- 
scherschi.  General  Narisehin,  Prince  Bazilio,  Galizin,  &c.  &c.,  and  for  many  of  the  English 
Nobility. 

A reference  to  the  List  of  Subjects  wdll  show  that  the  series  will  contain,  in  addition 
to  those  of  the  interior  of  Sebastopol,  views  taken  at  a late  date  of  very  many  places  of 
the  greatest  interest,  and  which  it  is  not  only  now  almost  impossible  to  visit,  but  the  leading 
characteristics  of  which  are  chan^in^  from  month  to  month.  In  no  other  work  has  the 
beautiful  and  varied  scenery  of  the  country  been  depicted,  and  it  is  impossible  that  it  could 
have  been  more  worthily  treated  than  by  M.  Bossoli,  wdiose  drawings  are  of  unusual 
excellence. 
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92. 


Eupatoria. 


This  view  is  taken  from  the  sea-sliore.  On  the  left  is  the  Custom-house ; in  the 
centre  are  tke  Caravan-Sarai  and  the  Great  Mosque ; and  further  on,  the  new  Russian 
Church.  This  town,  one  of  the  most  populous  in  the  Crimea,  contained  before  the  war 
about  15,000  inhabitants. 


93.  Entrance  to  Sebastopol,  from  the  Sea. 


On  the  left  lies  Fort  Constantine ; on  the  right  are  seen  Fort  Alexander  and  Fort

Simferopol. 


As  seen  from  tlie  watch-tower  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  looking  towards  tlie 
mountains,  the  highest  of  which  is  the  Tchatyr-Dagh.  This  town,  the  actual  capital  of  the 
Crimea,  is  situated  on  the  river  Salghyr,  which  divides  the  new  from  the  old  city.  Its 
motley  population,  including  Tartars,  Greeks,  Armenians,  Jews,  Germans,  and  Russians, 
was  nearly  15,000  before  the  war. 


127.  The  Valley  of  Usembasch. 

This  view  is  taken  from  the  path  leading  to  Alupka,  through  the  ridge  of  Yaila 
mountains. 


128.  Eemains  of  the  Genoese  Ports  at  Ciufat-Kale. 


129.  Bakchi-Sarai. 

The  ancient  Tartar  capital  of  the  Crimea,  seen  from  the  interior  of  the  grand  court- 
yard of  the  Khan’s  Palace.  On  the  right,  are  the  Khan’s  Tombs  and  the  Great  INIosque  ; 
on  the  left,  the  Khan’s  Palace ; in  front,  the  entrance  gate ; and  in  the  background,  part  of 
the  town,  rising  in  an  amphitheatre  upon  the  hills.  Its  population,  Tartars  for  the  most 
part,  exceeds  12,000. 


130.  Burial  Ground  of  the  Karaimi  Jews. 

Called  the  Valley  of  Jehosophat,  near  Tchoufoud  Kaleh. 


131.  Buins  of  a large  Genoese  Portress  at  Sudak. 


132.  General  View  of  Kara-su-Bazar. 


This  town,  numbering  about  16,000  inhabitants,  is  situated  on  the  river  Karasou.  The 
view  is  taken  from  a minaret.  lu  the  loregrouiid  lies  part  of  the  town,  and  tlie  road  leading 
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to  Theodosia;  on  the  other  side  of  the  river,  to  the  right,  is  the  Caravan- Sarai,  forinerlY  a 
fort ; in  the  centre,  the  Russian  church,  and  the  Grecian  farther  to  the  left.  In  the  back- 
ground, are  the  Mounts  Karabi  Yaila. 


133.  Cape  Tokli,  on  the  Gulf  of  Kertch. 

134.  Tomb  of  Mithridates,  near  the  Lazaretto  of  Kertch, 

In  this  tomb  was  found  a large  quantity  of  valuable  jewels,  which  were  sent  to 
St.  Petersburgh. 


135.  Kertch,  seen  from  the  high  road  to  Yenikale. 

Behind  the  town  is  Mount  Mithridates ; the  building  on  the  hill  resembling  a Grecian 
Temple,  is  the  Museum.  This  town  is  quite  modern,  and  has  12,000  inhabitants,  of  all 
nations. 


136.  A General  View  of  the  Gulf  of  Kertch,  seen  from 

Mount  Mithridates. 


The  rock  with  steps  carved  in  it,  which  is  in  the  foreground,  is  called  Mithridates’ 
Seat:  the  great  King  of  Pontus,  it  is  said,  went  to  this  spot  to  look  proudly  at  his  large  fleet 
collected  in  the  bay,  which  caused  so  much  terror  to  the  Romans.  The  Monuinent  on  tiie 
right  is  modern,  and  was  erected  to  the  memory  of  a Russian  governor  ; on  the  left,  below, 
lies  the  town;  and  in  the  background,  the  Promontory  and  Straits  of  Yenikale,  leading  to 
the  Sea  of  Azoff. 


137.  Lort  Arabat. 


138.  Steppes  between  Perekop  and  Simferopol. 

Ruins  of  a mosque  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Arta.  The  mounds  of  earth,  called 
Kouighour,  which  are  seen  in  the  distance,  arc  generally  suj)i)osed  to  have  been  used  as 
indications  of  roads  and  distances.  At  Kertch  they  were  found  to  be  toniKs,
